i WINN IPEG COAL DEALER AS- 
SERTS ALBERTA SHOULD 
CAPTURE MARKET 


Calgary, May, 12.— The assertion 
was made by George P. Saunders. 
coal dealer of Winnipeg, at the 
morning session of the Alberta coal 
commission on Tuesday, that if the 
miners, the operators and boards of 
trade not solidly behind the move- 
ment, American coal could be drien 
from the Winnipeg market. 

Mr. Saunders who was the princi- 
pal witness examined at the morn- 
ing session, spoke particularly in 
connection with steam coal, which he 
handled principally. Outside of the 
railways there were, he said, close 
to half a million tons consumed 
yearly in Manitoba and that 99 per 
cent. of this at the present time 
came from American mines, Can- 
adian coal operators were only get- 
ting about 50 per cent. of the dom- 
estic coal trade while the steam 
coal business, far as Canadian 
mines were concerned, had dropped 
practically to nothing 

Alberta Coal Equal to Best 

Witness stated that, owing to cer- 
tain conditions in the American 
fields in 1921, much more Canadian 
coal was used in Manitoba but since 
then, the Americans have succeeded 
in regaining much of the market. 

“IT have always maintained that in

Western Canada there was coal 
equal to the best in the United 
States,” said Mr. Saunders. 

In reply to a question he said 


that it was useless trying to make a 
living on a question of patriotism 
that in order to compete success- 
fully against the American product 
there should be a differential of 
about one dollar a ton in favor of 
Canadian coal.

What not so clear is the con- 
nection of the affair with the act- 
ies of outside powers and agenc. 

On the one side, it is reported 
that the Bulgarian Foreign Minister 
has stated that the Communist dan- 
ger in Bulgaria would not be serious 
if it were not that the Communists 
were supported by Jugoslavia, in 
the hope of keeping Bulgaria too 
weak and impotent to try to reverse 
the verdict of the war. On the other 
side, it is more generally believed 
that the whole plot was engineered 
by the Communist Party in Russia 
And in support of this view some 
very damaging documents have been 
made public, as to the proceedings 
of members of the Third Interna- 
tionale in neighboring countries in 
organizing terrorist action, Some 
of these documents, however, have 
been shown to be forgeries by the 
“Whit as part of their campaign) 
to discredit the “Reds.” 

It is almost impossible to unravel 
the true story amid the propaganda 


1s 


and counter-propaganda that pour 
in from every side. Two things, 
however, are clear. The first is 


how far the mental conditions in all 
these countries are from true peace- 
ableness. The second is that 
originated in 
other countries, or whether it was 
in substance the outcome of internal 
political movements, a very serious 
situation would have arisen for the 
Western powers if it had succeeded 
There is no doubt that the Govern 
ment of Russia looks with sym 
pathy on every attempt to extend 
the world revolution to which it 
dedicated. If a Communist govern 
were set up in Bulgaria, it 
would feel bound to help and pro- 
tect it. There is equally little doubt 
that a Communist government — in 
Bulgaria would look to Moscow to 
support it against its certainly un 
friendly neighbors. What would the 
rest of the world do if Communist 
Bulgaria tried to become part of 
the Union of Socialist Sovietis Re 
publics and if a portion of the Rus 
sian “Red” army had tried to take 
up its station in the Balkans? For

HOMEMAKERS’ CORNER 


(Conductted by Miss Alice L. Webb 
State College of Washington.) 


Some Good Cakes 
Today I have gathered together 
for you severalgood cake recipes 
which I think you will like to try 
First there is one called 
Ruth’s Jelly Cake 
Written inside the cover of my 
grandmother's cook book is this rule 
for the layers of a jelly cake: 3 
eggs; 1 cup sugar; 3 tablespoons of 
melted butter; % teaspoon of soda; 
1 teaspoon of cream tarter; 1 cup 
flour. 
Cream Cake 
Alice L, James, who has been an 
authority for questions of catering 
for small households (it is often 
hard to get a meal for just two) 
has this recipe for cream cake; Beat 
an egg with a tablespoon of sugar 
pinch of salt, half teaspoon lemon 
extract, and add slowly half a cup 
of boiling milk in which a heaping 
teaspoon of flour has been cooked 
Boil over the teakettle a few minut- 
es, stirring constantly. Mix the flour 
first with a spoonful of cold milk 
then add to the boiling milk. Spread 
the cream on the cake layers when 
cool, and frost the top. 
Fisher Velvet Cake 
Here is what is known as a Fishei 
Velvet Cake; sift and then measure 
a cup and a third of flour into the 
sifter, add one and a third teaspoons 
of baking powder and sift together 
three times. Cream together till 
frothy 2-3 cup sugar and 1-3 cup 
butter. Beat the yolks of 2 eggs till 
thick and lemon color, then beat 
well into the butter and sugar. Whip 
the whites till stiff, then whip into 
the yolk mixture. Pour in 1-3 cup 
milk and 2 tablespoons water. Sift 
in the flour, add 3 drops lemon ex 
tract and 3 drops vanilla, and beat 
smooth. Bake in a small loaf pan 
45 minutes, letting it rise as high as 
it will before browning on top. If 
it is to be baked in shallow pans o1 
layer tins another third of a cup of 
flour should be added to stiffen the 
batter more, 
Cocoanut Drop Cakes 
This is the recipe for cocoanut 
drop cakes used by Cleve Carney, 
noted Chicago chef. It makes 9 
dozen, but can be divided by cutting 
down ingredients. Rub up 2 Ibs 
sugar anf 1 Ib. butter till tight, then 
add 10 eggs, one at a time, then a 
quart of milk. Sift together 3% 
Ibs. flour and 2 ounces baking powd- 
er, add 2 pounds cocoanut, add to 
egg mixture, flavor with vanilla 
drop by spoonfuls on a greased and 
dusted pan, and bake in a moderate 
oven, 


Mocha Cake 

To make Mocha Cake sift 6 cups 
flour with 1 teaspoon baking powder 
into a basin. Add 1 teaspoon each 
powdered cinnamon, nutmeg and 
cloves, 1 cup brown sugar, % tea 
spoon salt, 1 cup shortening. Rub 
well together, add % cup golden 
syrup, 1 cup strong cold coffee, 2 well 
beaten eggs. 1 cup currants and 1 
cup sultana raisins, and mix well 
together. Pour into greased and 
papered tin and bake 2 hours in a 
moderate oven. 


Devil's Food Cake 

Almost every housewife has hei 
recipe for devil’s food, but usually 
she likes to compare it with that 
someone else uses, so here is one: 
Cream together 3 cups brown sugai 
and 5 tablespoons shortening. Add 
3 eggs one at a time, stirring well 
Dissolve half a cup of grated 
chocolate in half a cup of hot water 
and add alternately with 8 cups of 
flour with which has been sifted first 
a teaspoon of salt. Add a teaspoon 
of soda to half a cup of sour milk 
and then add this to the batter, Last 
add a teaspoon of vanilla extract 
Turn into greased layer cake tins 
which have been dusted with flour 
Bake about 25 minutes in a moderate 


oven, Put together with a marsh 
mallow filling or White Mountair 
frosting and cover with white or 


chocolate icing.
